A moving account of the appalling manner in which a 
wealthy society treats its poor in their struggle to exist.

HISTORY 


THE POLITICAL STATUS OF THE NEGRO IN THE 
AGE OF FDR Ralph J. Bunche 

Essentially an economic and class-conflict presentation 
in which Southern Blacks are viewed as pawns in a political 
game played and controlled by the white ruling class to 
preserve its power structure. 


THE BLACK SWALLOW OF DEATH 
P. J. Carisella and James W. Ryan 
The incredible story of Eugene Jacques Bullard, the first 
black combat aviator whose exploits earned fourteen 
decorations including the Croix de Guerre and Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor. 


SEGREGATED SABBATHS Carol V. R. George 

The remarkable career of Richard Allen, organizer and 
first Bishop of the A.M.E. Church, and the _ historical 
beginnings of black theology are related with uncommon 
insight in this scholarly study. 


PINCKNEY BENTON STEWART PINCHBACK 
James Haskins 
Full biography of the manumitted slave who became 
Governor in reconstruction Louisiana. 


BLACK PRESENCE IN THE ERA OF THE AMERICAN 
REVOLUTION Sidney Kaplan 

The impressive contribution of Blacks before, during, 
and following the Revolutionary War as presented in an 
exhibition at the National Portrait Gallery is reproduced in 
this handsome volume. 


THE BLACK URBAN CONDITION: A DOCUMENTARY 
HISTORY, 1866-1571 Hollis R. Lynch, ed. 

The impact of urbanization on American Blacks as seen 
through the eyes of W. E. B. DuBois, Booker T. 
Washington, and Langston Hughes is the subject of this 
collection of little-known documents. 


BLACK MEN IN CHAINS: NARRATIVES BY ESCAPED 


SLAVES Charles H. Nichols, ed. 
A few are well-known — Frederick Douglass and Nat 
Turner — but most are forgotten martyrs and unsung 


heroes of the fight against slavery. 


J. E. SPINGARN AND THE RISE OF THE NAACP, 
1911-1939 B. Joyce Ross 

The early years of the NAACP and the life of Spingarn are 
skillfully interwoven in this chronicle of what he called the 
‘new abolitionism.’’ 


BLACK RECONSTRUCTIONISTS 
Emma L. Thornbrough, ed. 
Their story is told in their own words, the views of their 
contemporaries, and, finally, through the analyses of 
historians and political scientists.

FICTION 


THE GREAT PONDS Elechi Amadi 

Two Nigerian villages, engaged in a bloody spreading 
conflict over fishing rights in a nearby pond, leave the 
matter up to the gods to decide, with unusual results. 


GORILLA, MY LOVE Toni Cade Babbara 

Diverse short stories including ones about an old-time 
southern blues singer, inner-city children forced against 
their will to visit a Fifth Avenue toy store, and a little girl 
who wins consistently at track meets. 


AGATHA MOUDIO’S SON Francis Bebey 

Pressured into marrying his childhood fiance, an African 
fisherman also decides to marry the most notorious girl in 
the village, and good-naturedly finds himself responsible 
for the illegitimate child of each wife! 


BINGO LONG TRAVELING ALL-STARS AND MOTOR 
KINGS William Brashler 

Entertaining look at the mishaps and adventures of black 
baseball leaguers, but the subject is really discrimination. 


STORM OF FORTUNE Austin Clarke 

This sequel to The Meeting Point continues the saga of 
domestics in Toronto as it explores the earthiness of West 
Indian life as transplanted to Canada. 


IN THE FOG OF THE SEASON’S END Alex La Guma 

Two secretive men caught up in the underground fight for 
human dignity against the violence and fear of the South 
African apartheid state. 


ASSEGAI Nickie McMenemy 

King of the Zulu nation at its zenith, Tshaka, inventor of 
the ‘‘assegai’’ spear, was a great, brutal warrior who was 
destroyed by swirling intrigue and a witchcraft scandal. 


KULUBI Edmund P. Murray 

Conflict and passion among a group of people at a 
religious festival in contemporary Ethiopia, a land 
struggling to modernize without losing all that is remarkable 
in its ancient culture. 


A WOMAN NAMED SOLITUDE Andre Schwarz-Bart 

Impassioned, near-mythical depiction of the feelings of 
Africans shipped to Guadaloupe, and of the strange, 
zombie-like but brave mulatto woman who became 
involved in a Slave rebellion. 


THE LYNCHERS John Edgar Wideman 

As a gesture of revenge for centuries of black 
persecution, four Blackmen, different in personalities but 
united in frustration, plot the lynching of a white policeman. 
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
